Plant  October  Beauty  for  best  late 
yellow  cling.  If  for  home  use,  plant 
general  assortment,  including  above, 
for  a succession.  The  peach  tree 
should  have  shoots  and  branches 
shortened  every  year  or  two.  The 
land  should  be  kept  in  a high  state 
of  cultivation.

Thinning  Fruit 

When  trees  are  heavily  laden  the 
fruit  should  be  thinned  when  about 
one-third  grown,  else  the  fruit  will  be 
poor  and  the  trees  injured.  The 
necessity  for  thinning  was  fully  dem- 
onstrated during  the  dry  summer  of 
1918.
